DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, 10, 12 and 14 have been presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, 10, 12 and 14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1, 7 and 12: 

The prior art of record teaches a modeling interval, calculating a resource percentage and determining a 
CP percentage time. 

The prior art of record does not teach ". . .calculating a time slice percentage of the LPAR based on the 
resource percentage and CP (central processor) data wherein: time shce percentage - (resource percentage) x (# of 
physical CPs)/(# of logical CPs)." and "if the CP percentage is greater than the time slice percentage, causing the 
simulated computer not to dispatch CPs to the LPAR." 

All other claims are allowable by virtue of their dependency.
